Gilroy Has Over 20 Million Dollar Payroll 

Micliael A. Filice. president of the 
local Chamher of Commerce, has an 
nonnoed that Cilmy hat an annual 
payroll of over $20,000,000 a year 

Secretary-Manager Roy Westphal¬ 
inger worked over three months in 
compiling the record payroll and he 
has contacted 341 retail merchants, 
industries and other types of busi¬ 
nesses in his survey. The survey was 
divided into two sections with section 
one covering the 341 firms which have 
a payroll of $15,336.669 39 annuallv. 
In this category four Cilroy firms have 
payrolls of well over $1,000,000 an 
nually 

In his report to President Filice, 
Secretary Westphalinger reported that 
all of these firms were contacted by 
him personally and no stones were left 
unturned to make this survey one of 
tlie most accurate in the history of the 
local business findings. 

He also stressed the co-operation 
that was given him in this survey and 
businessmen can now be assured that 
they have a nearly perfect record of 
the business payrolls in the area. In 
the part, surveys were generally made 
on a guess proposition but President 
Filice insisted tiiat tlus survey be as 
accurate as possible and he and his 
Board of Directors and the business¬ 
men of the Gilroy area are proud of 
the tremendous pavroll of the com¬ 
munity. President Filice said that this 
report is only for the Gilroy area and 
that San Martin was not taken into 
the survey. Westphalinger has broken

Xe the bletory of tble country we have tbe developeant of aany alow, 
subtle, and almost imperceptible changes In our laatltutloas. 

We bare watched through the pages of blatory and especially In our 
day froa tbe nevapapera how a docisssnt culled tbe Coastltutlon of tbe 
Utalted States, that clearly on lte face guaranteed States' Rights, becaae 
aore boaored In tbe breach than In tbe observance, and Statea' Rights haws 
bean dwindling, Just before our eyes. 

Wa saw a particular portion of tbe Conatltutlon called the Fifth 
Aaeadaent, which everybody aeeae to live In the Illusion concerns only 
tbe privilege agalast self-lncrlalnatloe, and we saw that language, vblch 
as it appoara In tbe Coaetltutloa slaply was "Bor shall, In a crlalnal 
case, be coape lied to be a witness agslnet blaseIf," becoeto, by virtue of 
Judicial leglslatloa, language that sayn "Bor shall, In a crlalnal case, 
la a elvll case, In an lnveetlgatlve hearing, In a legislative hearing — 
everywhere." Aad tbe reeult has been that It becaae a aocksry, so that 
you have aa array of wltnesnes, who are aaked, ”What la your address! 

What la tbe naae of your son! Vhat Is the naae of your wife!" and they 
took tbe Fifth Aaendaant. Tble klad of thing doean't conduce to the 
dignity aad respect of tbe law. 

We bave a eectloa of the Asm rloan Coaetltutloa that deals with the 
right of tbe Seaate to approve treaties. That has been underalned, so 
that a coaparatlvely baraless device called the Executive Agreeaent has 
coae to be a Prsaidantlal type of treaty, which gave ua Yalta, Teheran, 
Pottadaa, aad these are indirectly responsible for tbe fact that we are In 
a terribly difficult place today In tbs natter of International relations. 

Xn a very real aenae, It can be said that the rape of Bungary and 
the cutting In half of Vletnaa and Korea, the cutting In half of Berlin, 
and the recent eplaode In Tibet, and tbe fact that twenty allllon Chinese 
bave been liquidated on tbe aaInland by the Coaaunlsts -- all of these 
tblnga — have grown froa tbe fact thst we clrcuavented and peraltted a 
circumvention of tbe Constitutional provisions on treaties, and peraltted 
a President to negotiate these thlags;; whereas If a Senate were called In 
to approve, X doa't care what your opinion of soae Senators, you know that 
fundaaeatal questions would have been raised In that kind of debate. 

Well, ladles and gentleaen, a slallar change and transmutation of 
values haa taken place la connection with the whole concept of liberty 
aad freedom under law. Tbe gentleaan who preceded ae was a living, flesh- 
aad-blood exaaple of that transautatlon. The situation Is auch aore 
serloua than people realise, becauae It Is being coped with today, not In 
terae of confrontation with equity or Justice, but rather with slogans 
aad with tbs Interest that can asks votes. 

And X say to you that the day line coae when the very naae "Liberal" 
baa been wrenched froa Its original root In a Latin word that signified 
love of liberty, and today we saw tb> spectacle, laet week, of the so- 
oallad "llberale" In Congress who hal the teaerlty to stand before the 
nation, and In the naae of liberalise, plead against a bill of rights for 
Billions of Asmrlean workers.

Wo one could paint over the -.j iy face of that kind of abuse of 
liberty and oake it aouna 11** lii-rty. Just consider with me for a 
aoasnt what was at stake. We have been told tiaes without nuaber in 
recent years that it is wrong, legally, ss it has always best) ethically 
and froa a Christian point of view to say to someone, "1 won't work with 
you, Nlater, becauee you are not a Catholic,'’ or "not a Jew," or "you are 
not a Protestant. 1 ' You will agree that this is wrong. But if this is 
wrong, ladles and gentleaen, what is so right about saying, "1 won't work 
with you because you don't belong to my union." You might belong, as he 
did, to the union you liked better 

fhla was what was at stake, in the first itam of thia bill of rights 
that was given to ue by a fine, iajjaaeiooe i or) the part of Senator 
McClellan, a aan who has deaonstrated tiae and. again the reotitudLe of his 
intentions, a aan who has no aspirations for the Presidency, but has a 
vivid and living aspiration see to It that ltmeoorlel wrongs In this 
country shall be righted. 

And the very first thing he asked for was an incorporation of a 
philosophy that we haw* In the Fourteenth Anmnuwnt into the life and 
everyday rcaitlnes of Aaerioan unionism, which even though it be a minority 
movement, aiora only about **> per cant of the workers of this country have 
chosen to join unions, la nevertheless a movement of such significance 
that froa fifteen to eighteen aiiilor American people have entrusted their 
economic destiny to that movement. And it is therefore a matter of the 
highest tapert for all of us, whether we be employers or workers or 
ordinary citizens; it is of the highest import that this institution of 
unlonlaa shall vindicate in Its actual operation the founding fathers' 
notion of genuine liberty, and one of the flrse requisites, Ladies and 
gnetleasn, of genuine liberty, Is that there be equal protection before 
the law. And when that proposal was made, It was opposed by those who 
were purporting to talk for organized labor. Put you know and I know, 
gentleaen, that they were not talking for organized labor, they were 
talking for the orgenizers of labor. If you will, for the labor leaders. 

Tdley had forgotten the lesson of a great American, Mr. Taft, the 
8enator froa Ohio, who pitched hln whole '•ampaign above the heads of 

the labor leaders to the rank snd file, and he did It with such supretse 
courage and intelligence that he won the largest plurality ever seen In 
that State for a Senatorial candidate. 

But they had to water down this allegiance to the principal of equal 
protection by saying that it ahall be subject to reasonable rules and 
regulation# la each organisation'a constitution aad by Laws. 

Me 11, Lediee aad gentleaen, this seams one of two things, ss a 
little aealysle will indicate. It means either that the union constitution 
and by* lava aad the reasonable rules that they pass are subject to the 
principle of equal protection, or they are not. 

If they are, then why didn't they let Mr. McClellan's version alone? 
If they wanted to suggest that perhaps union leaders could snippet and 
cut, and in that way change the text, they couldn't have adopted a better 
aethod than to add this provision. 

However, I don’t want to give up at this point, because I think 
that despite the addition of thin clause, which was obviously aeant to 
dlalniah, rather than to lncreas;, workers' rights, T think this could be 
a tool In the hands of good lawyers to turn back on then the very 
strategy they were trying to turn on the worker.

When a Supraaa Court oonosrna itself so eapbatlcally with fraa 
apaach, for Coassunlata and fallow traveler a and poroograpbers and a ala- 
callaaaoua aasortaeat of strangs people who soy tba strangest things 
laaglaabla — and I aa not denying their right to soy it, politically, 
even if I quoat loo it aorally -- I aay this to you In this kind of a 
context! I oaa no reason why tha lawankers or the courts should bava 
turaad tbair backs upoa tba virtual suppression of froa apaach for large 
nuabara of Aaarlcan workers in dictatorial unions.

Whst do you suppose 
would bappaa to tbat kind of legislation if it were tested before the 
Supraaa Courtl Mow tbssa aaaa liberals that would ba ao nsreilees to 
Btata legislation designed to raetirlet fraa speech ara in affeet inviting 
Labor union loaders, who in the past ouaber of yaars — and X aa talking 
about tbs bad ones, and incidentally, let as say for tba record, ap- 
parestly am suat aay this kind of tbing for faar of alequotation; 
nothing X say can ba twisted into aa attack on decent trade unionise, or 
laaat of all oa tbs decent rank-and-fila asn who constitute tba vaat 
asjorlty of tba trade union nenbars, and who are cut froa tbs fabric of 
Aaerican culture and daceacy.

I aaf, to cite a third ltea, aa "Freedae froa arbitrary flaanclal 
exactions." Aa It la written hare, I haven't too auch of a crltlclea of 
It. I thlak It la weaker tbaa MoClallaa'a, but 1 won't go into that for 

the aoaa at. 

"Prodeetloa of the right to aw" la the next. And I again think 
that oae of thoaa provisos, "Provided that any auch aeaber or officer nay 
ba required to exhauet raaeonebla bearing procedures, but not to exceed 
a alx-aoath lapea of tiaa, within auch organization, before instituting 
legal or administrative proceduree agalnat auch organization or any 
officer thereof Ala la a very deaterdly intrualon with the average 
Aaarlcae, who becauee of hla lack of knowledge of technical and legal 
doctrlnee, doean't per be pa onderatand. tlila la even worae than the 
eltuatlan taat prevailed before the writing of thla doctrine. 

If thla doctrine bacon a the law of the latnd, then one of the great 
legal prlnalplea that tha courte bad to develop in the naae of equity and 
Justice will go out the window; and what la that principle? You notice It 
aaya that you auat ae a union weaker exhauat your rlghta within the union 
for alx eontha. Ttmt uee a doctrine that really developed out of some of 
the caaea. ftie Judgea before whoa theae caaea caae, out of a sense of 
aelf defense, perhaps, had to any, "Veil, we can't bother ouraelvea about 
everything that goea on within a union. We auat exercise a certain 
Judicial aaIf-restraint by requiring theae plaint Iffa to first exhaust 
their rewedlee within the union." And they worked on that doctrine. As 
a aattar of fact, aany of the eourts of the states today apply that 
doctrine without qualification. 

That doctrine without qualification la really an offense against 
aounl Jurisprudence, because there often are occasions when it la obviously 
atultlfylag to even attempt to produce a reaedy within the union. For 
eaaaple, suppose the oonetltutlor. of the union aaya that the appeal must 
ba aade to a certain official. He la the very official against whoa you 
era explaining. What right have you to expect that If you appeal to 
this officer you will get anywhere? 

Aa a aatter of fact, that la exactly the objection that Judge Letts 
gave aa when I filed ay coaplalnt, and I sought ay TRO -- Temporary 
Restraining Order -- on September 19, 1957* I apoke for one hour to 
Jhdgs Latte, aeklng for a teiaporary Injunction against the holding of the 
rlggad coarvwntloa down la Mlaal Beech, and the Judge listened patiently, 
and ha aald to aa, "Mr. Scheddt, 1 aa not convinced. Why shouldn't you 
exhaust your readies within the union?" I aald, "Judge, I am alleging 
that Bach aad Hoffe, aad their associatea have rigged thla election. The 
people uhnw they gathered there are the people who conspired with them In 
the rigging. 1 auat go to then and aay, 'Beck and Hoffa and the rest of 
thaa rigged the election?' Where would I get?" And the Judge said to 
aa, "Veil, voulde't you have to do the aaae thing If you complained about 
the SBC? You would have to go bach to the SEC and exhauat your admlnla- 
tratlve raaadlee there." I aald, "Yea, I would, but the administrative 
law of 0owerasant operations la quite different froa the administrative 
law of private organisations like unions.” 

Be aald, "Well, shew ae a caae on that." It waa then that I brought 
In tha long line of caaen which convinced the Judge, the line of caaea 


(more) 
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that uyi, "Wherever It la aalf -stultifying, It la unreasonable on the 
faca of tbiags to pursue your reeadf within the union, you don't have 
to, bacauaa aqulty doaa aot raqulra the doing of a vain act." 

Aad thla doctrlna la thrown oat tba window by thla formulation of 
thla part of the bill of rlghta. Cf courae, tba next part of tba bill 
of rlghta aaa aliaiaatad. That vai tba fundamental provision that ra- 
qulrad aacaaa to tba lists of eligible voters. You aaa, very frequently 
in tba course of labor rslatlona in this country, tbay get psopla who 
are Judges or clergyman, or people of fine local reputation, to preside 
ower tbs counting of ballots in an election. 

Vail, ladles and gentleman, where a crooked labor laadar operates, 
this la nothing but putting a hypocritical faoada of respectability about 
a chicanery, because tba dirty work has bean dona long before you reach 
this stage. The dirty work has been dona in allalnatlng candidates who 
should be allowed to run but bave been ruled ineligible. The dirty work 
baa bean dons la excluding voters on the ground that they do not bave 
good standing, and aobody is the wiser, because they piously allude to 
tba workers whan they are aaked, 'Veil, let us see the eligibility list. 
Lat us sea tba list of the workers who are eligible to vote." And then 
tba aan beconaa pious, and "Oh, 1 can't do that. It might fall into 
tbs bands of tbs employers. That, wouldn't do. Just imsgina what would 
happan than!" You ree, this is a bit of the thinking that has come by 
way of Karl Marx into the Aasrlcun trade union moveaent, because I tell 
you, it is not a ayth that there is infiltrating In Aeerlcan industrial 
relations a klad of class hatred that every dictator needs -- every 
dictator, whether it be a Fascist or a Communist, needs an enemy, so that 
ha can keep urging continually the need for fighting that enemy, and so 
subtract attention from his own dirty ingenuities. 

Vs 11, ladles and gentlemen, this bill is too long for me to go into 
it fully, but I want to use the last ten ainutes allotted to me by calling 
your attention to something that is too often forgotten in this respect. 

I say to you, and X bave said this in many spaschss raoently, be¬ 
cause I believe that a thing cannot bs too often repeated if it is not 
sufficiently laaraed -• X say to you that vs are witnessing in this 
country, despite ths liberals who bave forgotten the root meaning of the 
word "liberal," va era vltasssing tba development under our noses of a 
native, home-grown fascism, as opposed to civil liberties as many of the 
things that have happened serous the seas, and I can quickly run down 
with you the characteristics and hallmarks of the fascists, whether red 
or black, that you and X remember froe across the sea: the dictatorship; 
the cult of the leader; the asnlpulatlon of the majority by the minority; 
propaganda; the use of compulsion as the Instrument for unification; the 
one-party systea, that is Intolerant of any loyal opposition; the ideology 
behind which they cloak their chicanery; the principle that underlies all 
tyranny •• the principle that might aakes right; the neo-Machiavellian 
principle that tbs end Justifies the means. 

Vhicb one of these, ledlss and gentlemen, is absent from the 
crooked labor unions of our timet Not one. The parallel is deadly. 

Tbey have a cult of the leader. All you bave to do is read their output 
and see the way they glorify some of these rogues and try to make the 
worker halleve that they are in there not for self-glorification or out 
of a lust for power, but rather because .bey are true apostles of the 
welfare of the country and the workinf aan. 
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They art dictators, bacauaa no on* daras stand up against then. 

They bars intimidated and paraacutad paopla. Thay bars vast union 
traasarias oa which thay can draw, aaraly bacause they wish to -- thay 
have to aaka ao Justification to acyona. Thay hava that root corruption 
ifeich wa hava aaaa all through history, vrittan broadly on its pages as 
tha aoaraa of tba disintagratioa of libarty, tha corruption of too auch 
power, of unlimited povar. 

Thay hava povar over tha llvas of workers, like Mr. Allan, whose 
wnola acononic Ufa la in their hands. Is thara any Justification for 
tha cooaigaawnt of this kind of us Halted power to the hands of aen who, 
far from being good aan by thair pattern of example, hava been demon¬ 
strated by thair own conduct to bo aen without tha inner restraint of 
rallgioo or athlaal prlaciplas. 

They have propaganda, the kind of propaganda that spawns a hokum in 
tha naaa of economics, as if they could say, "Raisa wages and you lncrsese 
purchasing power) lncraaaa purchasing power and you create more sales; 
create more sales and you increase tha welfare of tha country." And so 
wa hava a formula that automatically goes through to Utopia, and all you 
fallows hava to do la raise wages every week, tan dollars a week, and ws 
are automatically oa tha way. 

This la tba kind of stuff and nonaanaa that ia part of their propa¬ 
ganda, aad thair pro p ag a n d a always is implemented by a wholesale suppression 
of free apaacb, ao that tba workers don't dare stand up and oppose the 
labor Isadora. That la why it la that out of unions with 14,000 members 
only 2J0 appaar and attend tba nesting -- bacauaa the others know that 
thara ia no point in it; they wouldn't ba recognized if thay tried to 
protest, and aost of thea don't dare to protest. 

Thay have alliances with gangsters and racketeers. They work by 
coaipulalon and thraata of violence, and actual violence of the kind that 
the police are never around to witness, and when you call it to the at¬ 
tention of tha police, aa Mr. Light says, they say sanctimoniously, like 
Pontius Pilate washing his hands, "We do not interfere in these matters." 
lbey do not interfere -- as if thay were not involved. Not only they are 
involved, every aan and woman in this audience and throughout the United 
States la involved in such calculated confiscation of American liberty. 

And than, you have aanlpulatlon of a majority by a minority, as 
damonetratad by tha autcswtlc way in which some of these man could be 
catapulted iato tha highest places of thair union, as a Hutchinson can 
ba praeidant of tha Carpenters for forty-two years, and than hand down 
tha crown to hla son, and hla son is iciicted for stealing soma real 
estate in Indiana, and so tha marry cycle continues, and the American 
paopla, supine, coafortable, saug, can uncover and watch this infamy and 
thay do not rise up in thair might to protest to those who permit it in 
tha places of Government! 

You hava obviously a one-party system in the compulsory unionism of 
ime. Bow you can aver isake that sound like a free institution, when 
<ay, "You Join this union, or you will lose your Job?" I am a Roman 
Catholic and I aa proud of being one, but if anybody ever told me I had 
to ba a Roman Catholic under fear of losing a Job, and I stayed a Roman 
athollc, than, it aaaaa to aa, I would be a Roman Catholic Just to keep 
a Job, and that is no way to ba a member of any religion; and I say to 
you, that la exactly what 1» wrong with tha American trade union movement, 
bacauaa we hava given into the hands of these people, lusting for power 
at tha top, instruments of coercion and power which are not susceptible 

(more) 
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of regulation by their own existent good will, and certainly there is no 
regulation in the law about us, sn<l the result has been that we see men 
trying to fora unions from the top. 

They cone to an employer, not to the worker, and say, "Sign up, or 
else wa will picket." Ibis is the organizational picket line, so-called. 
And ladies and gentleaen, the organizational picket line illustrates what 
I said in the beginning. Institutions becoae warped froa their organi¬ 
sational roots. There is no real organizational picket line there. 

Maybe originally it started that wsy, with an appeal by men on a picket 
line to enlist the loyalty of workers who did not belong, but the thrust 
ia all the other way today. 

They are not really Just organizing. If they were Just organizing, 
no one could quarrel with what they are doing; but they are actually 
doing far sore. They are saying to the worker, "Unless you sign up, you 
won't even bave a Job, because we will close down your employer so he 
can't give you a Job." And this is no longer Just an organization; this 
is the use of power to destroy American liberty, and this has been going 
on constantly; and the liberals, who seem to be more solicitous for the 
welfare of the labor union leaders than the workers, have been supine and 
sllant before this recurrent spectacle. 

Let me conclude, since I have only two minutes more, by saying that 
the more you study the characteristics of fascism of the red or black 
variety as it was incipient in Europe or in Asia, the more you are im¬ 
pressed with the appalling and deadly parallelism between that incipient 
horror and the things that the McClellan Committee has been displaying 
to us for the past two years. 

Tbe time has com, ladies and gentleaen, for men and women of this 
country to stand up in season and out of season, with courage, with the 
courage of their convictions, to protest effectively, to indicate that 
they do, Indeed, have a genuine ospacity for sustained indignation. I 
keep saying that, because I tell you the cause of liberty is suffering 
today precisely because we lack courage, not because we lack brains, and 
you saw it in Bungary, you saw it in Tibet, and if we are not careful, 
the Free World will be gobbled up by the rogues or the fools who think 
they are infallible.
